The Kentucky General As- 
sembly turns into the home ; 
stretch this week with practically i 
all administration major measures 
approved and the Rules Commit- , 
tee due to take over on Wednes- ! 
day. 

This means that all legislation j 
awaiting committee action is 
turned over to single committees 
in each House which determine 
whether it is to be brought out 
lor a vote. The Rules Commit- 
tees are all-powerful and gen- 
e r a 1 1 y follow administration 

Meantime, the legislators spent 
much of their time last week on 
laws pertaining to children, dogs 
and the Congressional reappor- 
tionment. The redistricting mea- 
sure passed both houses quickly 
and is ready for the Governor's 
signature. 

It cuts the state's congressional 
districts from nine to eight in ac- 
cordance with dictates of the na- 
tional population shift. Major in 
the shift was adding three Re- 
publican counties to the solid- 
Democratic First District and a 
gerrymander which put Congress- 
men Brent Spence and Joe Bates 
in the new Fifth District. The 
»ew Fifth follows Northern Ken- 
tucky's Ohio river boundry from 
the Beargrass to the Big Sandy 
and almost to the Breaks. 

There may be another admin- 
istration measure yet to come 
which is akin to the reapportion- 
ment measure but on a state level. 
This would be in line with a Ken- 
♦ tucky constitutional requirement 
•ailing for a realignment of State 
Senate and House districts every 
ten years if the census shows a 
serious imbalance of population 
representation. 

Under howling protests from 
dog breeders, humane society rep- 
resentatives and dog lovers 



throughout the state, farm 
terests shepherded the so-called 
"dog bill" through the House. 
The measure puts a bounty of 
$1.50 on untagged and untended 
dogs killed by peace officers. It 
also requires antirabies vaccina- 
tions. Farm groups believe the 
proposal will cut livestock losses 
caused by dogs and also reduce 
rabies spread. A state-wide 
group, the Committee to Prevent 
the Massacre of Kentucky Dogs, 
has been formed to fight the bill 
in the Senate. 

The House also voted to allow 
6-year old children to enter 
school if they become 6 by Sep- 
tember 30. The old law set Sep- 
tember 1 as the birthdate dead- 
line. Strong opposition came to 
the measure when an amendment 
to make the birthdate deadline 
January 1 was shut off. 

Still pending in the House al 
week's end, although not admin' 
stration measures are House Bills 
171 and 340 which are certain 
to bring heated floor debate when 
they are called from the orders 
of the day. 

House Bill 171, the McCallum 
bill, is an effort by Representa- 
tive Shelby McCallum to bring 
about labor peace in the Paducah 
atomic energy plant. It seeks in 
principle to establish local au- 
tonomy for the local workers in 
the International Union of Operat- 
ing Engineers. McCallum be- 
lieves this may put an end to 
numerous work stoppages which 
are retarding defense work. The 
bill calls for national and inter- 
national labor organizations hav- 
ing 100 or more members in Ken- 
tucky to establish a local union 
in the state.

EDUCATIONAL UNION THRU COOPERATION 

Plans for merging the city and county school systems 
here in Jefferson County have developed more confusion 
as the discussions have been promoted by leaders in both 
areas. At least that is so as regards some of the phases of 
the proposed merger. 

There are, looking toward the future, and without a 
doubt, possibilities for correlating the entire county's edu- 
cational activities and processes as a unit. The mere fact 
that county areas, through city expansion, are becoming 
more and more urban serves to verify such assumption. 

But with all the light that has been shed on the gen- 
eral situation by the public discussions during the past few 
months, open-minded observers have yet to see justifica- 
tion for immediate steps toward the merger. The whole 
situation is changing— growing into something different as 
the entire area becomes more densely populated. 

The course which, to us, promises most toward a satis- 
factory solution in the interest of future developments is 
that of close cooperation between the two boards for the 
present, looking toward a possible merger within the next 
few years. It doesn't seem susceptible to being pushed by 
an over application of artificial pressure. 

It has been brought out that there is a limit to the 
program of improvements which would be expected im- 
mediately following a merger. Those in charge of both 
present systems have declared that their prospects for rev- 
enue are not very promising for drastic changes for im- 
provement. 

Meanwhile all of our citizens should lend their minds 
to consideration of the schools and let those minds be open 
for enlightenment, as may come as the situation develops in 
the course of time.

Establishment of a committee 
to hear grievances of state em- 
ployees and appeals from the 
State's Personnel Rules and Regu- 
lations was announced by George 
T. Stewart, director of Personnel. 
Employees who feel they are 
being treated unfairly, particu- 
larly in the matters of wages, 
hours and working conditions, 
may take their grievances to the 
committee after failing to be 
satisfied by supervisors in the 
agency for which they work. Em- 
ployes may appeal personally or 
through representatives of their 
choosing or both. No worker is 
required to belong to a union or 
other employe organization in 
order to make an appeal. 

Members of the committee will 
be a representative of labor, a 
representative of management and 
the Personnel director. The labor 
and management representatives 
vill be appointed by the Commis- 
ioner of Industrial Relations.

General Assembly had passed a 
bill plugged in this column, ever 
since more than a year ago. Reve- 
nue Commissioner Clyde Reeves 
reported that approximately 286,- 
000 motor vehicles in the state 
were escaping taxation. The bill 
was sponsored in the house by 
Rep. Cecil Sanders, of Lancaster 
and Senator Jack Reynolds, of Mt. 
Sterling. 

The check of failures of county 
tax commissioners to assess about 
one-third of all the registered 
cars in the state, although county 
clerks had the records in the same 
courthouses with the tax commis- 
sioners, was not so bad in 1951 as 
it was before Commissioner Re- 
eves gave his report on the subject 
to the press. County assessors, 
caught in an embarrassing posi- 
tion, went after registration rec- 
ords with considerably more dili- 
gence than previously. 

Beginning next year county 
clerks will have to make weekly 
reports to tax commissioners. The 
weekly lists, I take for granted, 
will continue throughout each 
year, giving assessors a complete 
record of vehicles registered. The 
county tax commissioners won't 
have to dig for the lists, the 
county clerks will do it for them, 
which is a small matter when you 
consider the importance of a $3,- 
500,000 increase in taxes the state 
has been losing.

We ourselves, not being, alasl 
saints. If we had fixed op his 
balance sheet, would h„ve put 
some Items on the credit side 
that he does not mention. After 
all, he vas then and still Is 
Christendom's flrst cltlien. 
For many of us, and all of us call 
him Saint, which means he belongs 
to God's aristocracy. You can af- 
ford to lose a good deal for that; 
He was also, and still Is, close to the 
top, If not at the top, of the list ot 
the most influential men in the 
world's history, aside from Christ 
himself. He is this, because almost 
half the books In the New Testa- 
ment were written by him. Yet he 
does not say, speaking of his life's 
hardships, "I count these things as 
nothing in comparison with my posi- 
tion as leader ... the fact of my 
sainthood ... my contribution to 
the Bible." 

We know what his life-ambitions 
were; "to testify the good news of 
the grace of God"; "to gain Christ 
—to know him— to share the power 
of his resurrection, the fellowship 
of his sufferings"; and "by all 
means to win some." These things 
he did; these things no hardships 
and no enemies could keep him 
from doing. With these things on 



he sights and sounds were typical 
of cities larte and small: city 
fully done, a great addition to the 
score.

Many people have grown up 
without having heard it; some of 
my students would not get any 
thrill from being told of the skill 
by the blacksmith in that 
age-old but now almost forgotten 
musical device of "tickling the 
anvil." But to some of us of 
other times and places the sound 
of the anvil brings back a lost 
civilization, a civilization in 
which the blacksmith was a very | 
important person, a skilled labor- j 
er among a host of people whose 1 
fingers were all thumbs.

Buy the head — a head of let- 
tuce, or choose cabbage for vari- 
ety — in both cases they furnish 
crisp green vegetable and keep 
the cost low. Look for lettuce 
that is firm and heavy for its size.. 
Hand-weigh the head in your 
hand. Look for the head with 
fresh, green, crisp leaves, unbruis- 



ed or unwilted. The core at base 
should be firm and light colored, 
not too closely trimmed. 
Use all the head — the outer 

green leaves for shredded salads 
or shred the leaves and nest them 
under any salad you choose. It's 
the green lettuce leaf that gives 
more vitamin A, that adds not 
only crispness but flavor as well 
to sandwich that goes to school 
or to work. 

Store lettuce cool — at home 
from the market, trim if neces- 
sary, wash under running cold 
water, store in vegetable bag or 
covered container. Do not re- 
move the core unless the lettuce 
is to be used for salads at once 



, . . store after trimming the base 
of the core as little as possible. 
Serve often — but vary the 

way. Lettuce has more uses than 
just the not-to-be-eaten leaf un- 
der a salad.
